eating act?" Beautiful, isn't it? 


Some years ago I was approaching the Dutch East Indies and expecting 
to land within two days so I feverishly studies Malay out of a small phrase 
book. It was all "basic" not being a root language and the words reminded 
one of nothing except, perhaps, a Chinese laundryman punishing the shirts. 
I got along fine and when we debarked there was no difficulty in getting 
the baggage off and finding a hotel, using the words I had just learned. 
Somewhat elated, a few hours later I started chaffering with some natives 
in a market, preparing to drive a shrewd bargain. There was a flaw in my 
basic Malay, however, for although I could say “how much?" and "too much," 
I couldn't understand the prices they shot at me, for I had neglected to 
memorize any numbers. Speaking basicaliy there were no dice. So when you 
study “Basic” in a foreign tongue, I advise you to learn the numerals 
first.
